According to the law of the conserva- 
tion of energy, where does that power go, 
or into what is it resolved upon the disso- 
lution of our material body? For the ex- 
istence of a great force acting through our 
organism and obedient to our will, is evi- 
dent, otherwise how do I move the dead 
weight of my body, or solve the mysteries 
of Nature, 

Into wbat, I ask again, is this power 
resolved? Does it go to enrich the daisy 
bed? if so, what educated daisies must 
bloom therefrom, since every force seeks 
to work itself out. in the line of its native 
action; and to feed mind food to flowers 
should produce intelligent blossoms. Per- 
adventure, it vaporizes into the material 
air, if so, what an ocean of intelligence 
must surge around us; but in the decom- 
position of air, where are the dregs of 
mind? Evidently its specific gravity is such 
that our modern aeriometry cannot detect 
it.

We followed near, kept company with the 
departed seed; and as we watched and 
waited, it unfolded to us its experiences, 
and we can now see the never for an in- 
stant inert life force expand more and 
more in the tiny bud, and show the form 
hidden in its God given possibility. It did 
not die because we thought it did, nor 


another soul found his home. (Pardon a 
few time worn remarks.) 

All that is, is the result of what has 
been; the first that was, resulted from 
life or motion in the essence of being, ex- 
pressing itself as a simple cell with a re- 
ceptivity and an inflowing force or, more 
correctly perhaps, the action of two forces 
with a reciprocity of design.

I'll disappear 
so perfectly from your fleshly vision that 
you cannot call me back; but you will 
continue to hear from me, and somewhere 
to some vision I'll reappear. Gradually 
from the formless essence of being I have 
transmuted my potential energy into the 
weight of material form, and, presto, 
quickly I lay that aside again assume 
the state of accelerated energy. Remem- 
ber nothing is that may not be made in- 
visible, but many times you may bind us 
back to our old envivonment.”

Must tbe beautiful bar- 
monies of color spread themselves over 
and in iubes noe Ger P mind CAMS 
of bei instructed through sympathy 
with their subtleties? The physical ear 
can never take note of vibrations lower 
or higher than its present capacity. 

Have we reason to sup] that we 
hear better than Adam? Shall the 
brute catch symphonies that must forever 
remain dumb to us? Must the music of 
the sea stored in the vibration of the rock 
or pebble forever beat its time unrecog- 
nized by the intelligence of man? The 
intense thirst of our souls says, “ We will 
know.” If there be knowledge, we are 
capacity.

Surely everything, according to the de-

it, taken comprehensively as a universe, 
must also be expressing its divine design 
through the perfection of every part and 
power. Doubtless you are willing to grant 
that there are millions of life centers 
whose existence no eye or instrument of 
to-day can discern; then let your faith 
swing out on the subtle currents of God's 
powers and absorb a broad comprehension 
of Divinity. The intelligent or niscient 
force of every lower form is sufficient to 
express its full nature. Is the aggregate 
mind of all the races living on earth, ca- 
pable of fully expressing the God idea? 
Or, does it offer an intellectual and moral 
brain capable of crowning the great body 
of lower creations? Would such aggregate 
express every power of mind freely actin 
out inherent design? Does not the min 
force feel bound and cramped by the 
weight of matter, (so-called) and its con- 
ditions? 

Grant the etherialization of matter, why 
has not mind the same right? Indeed, 
why is it not subject to the same ne- 
cessity? Why must it not permeate the 
universe? A plant fulfills all the impulses 
of its king, but do we? Ask an old man 
upon his deathbed, whose mental powers 
are fresh, if he would answer that ques- 
tion in the affirmative. Answer it your- 
self. 

Must we not, in order to keep pace 
with the grosser atom, take the privilege 
of expanding, of changing vibration, of 
working out our mind design until every 
faculty feels full of divine powers freely 
expressing and absorbing into our being, 
the knowledge voiced by every other 
form? Grant man but this privilege, this 
necessity of freeing and enlarging the 
scope of his intelligence, leagued with 
successive rarefaction of the particles of 
his accompanying body, and you crown 
the universe.

His Life Es- 
sence. Neither bas the power to again 
express on this plane of being, nor can we 
be again just what we were yesterday. 

Give man the freedom and blessing of 
eternal life, and what can he do without 
the rest of creation expressing on his plane 
of existence, and with whose vibration he 
may harmonize. 

If the rarefied particles of his body 
cling around the loadstone of his soul,

Mr. Joseph Cook's ‘full orbed" man 
contained, with other representations, a 
Nero and a Christ; so the All Soul to be 
fully orbed must express in mineral, 
worm, bird, egotist, Nero, Christ; and to 
balance such an aggregate of lower princi- 
ples you must throw in spirits, angels and 
arch-angels; or the mind of man freed 
from the limitations of this expression and 
brought into closer affinity with the Mo- 
noistic Being; and to whose freer poise 
andenlarged perception can appeal for 
comprehension, the subtle laws of Univer- 
sal life.

Let us grow as the lily, from 
the Acar? out, and the head will crown it- 
self; grow from below up, reaching out 
with the delicate tendrils of our inner be- 
ing, our hopes, tastes, desires; grasping 
all that draws and feeds; working out into 
visible expression our subtle perceptions; 
drawing continually and strongly upon the 
All Life, advancing upward into the light 
in spite of the downward drag of gravity, 
which says, Draw into nothing at the 
center of all; leaving the darkness, ex- 
pand, take on, give out color, fragrance, 
beauty and every delineation possible 
from the lily principle—with the human 
possibilitiesadded. 

Ithink I hear some one say, ‘*Non- 
sense, a mere religious rhapsody, with no 
proof of the conditions asserted.” 

You are perfectly willing to believe 
that there is unceasing atomic motion; 
that man has evolved from the protoplas- 
mic germ—prove such assertions. You 
reply, ‘‘We have evidence that such is the 
case. The laws of matter,as we under- 
stand them, point to such conclusions.”

The world is just beginning to 
understand the action of magnetism and 
electricity, and to invent instruments up- 
on which those subtle forces may imprint 
their action. Strengthen the powers of 
intellect and tackle the field of mentality.

PRIVATE FUNERALS, 


It is a gratifying indication of an improving 
public sentiment that many people are coming to 
regard ali public display at funerals with aver- 
sion. In some instances, even among people of 
means, the practice of sending in costly presents 
of flowers to decorate the dead, is discouraged, 
and the consignment of the mortal remains to 
earth is made as simple and unostentatious as 
possible. 

And this seems to us the true way, at least 
until the better and more beautiful practice of 
cremation comes into general use, as it will some 
day. 

In all of our large cities the sight of a long, 
slowly moving procession, with the sable trap- 
pings of woe, long visaged undertaker, and im- 
posing array of hired hacks, is almost an hourly 
occurrence, And thus we makea foolish pagean- 
try of death, *' wearing our grief upon our sleeve,” 
as it were, and often at the sore distress of the 
living, who can illy afford such extravagance. 

Death, at best, is an expensive sorrow for the 
family of the deceased, attended, as it frequently 
is, with long illness and expensive doctor bills. 


. | Especially is this true when the head of the fam- 


ily is removed. In that case the necessity for 


display could benefit the translated spirit, or even 
the family of the living, when needed, the case 
would be different. But it all goes to the specu- 
lator in funeral trappings and service, as a matter 
of traffic, just the same as in any other business 
pursuit. 

There is something in such funerals, if not 
really vulgar, surely not in accord with true 
spiritual refinement, and no doubt greatly at 
variance with the wishes of the disembodied 
spirit, How much more appropriate the modest 
and unassuming burial, 

The funeral should be rather a r esurrection ser- 
vice than a burial ceremony, and should be held 
at some convenient time succeeding the burial. 
Spiritualists should set an example in these 
matters. 

Fifty years hence the present crowded ceme- 
teries of San Francisco will be directly in the 
heart of the great city. Then, if allowed to re- 
main (which they doubtless will not be), they 
will be filled with crumbling monuments and un- 
cared for graves, The friends and descendants of 
thousands of the mortal occupants of those graves 
will have gone hence themselves, or have lost in- 
terest in their dead. Thea the remains will pro- 
bably be gathered together and removed to some 
common grave. Better that some friendly hand 
assist, after the spirit has flown, in resolving the 
cast off body into its original elements, by the

STILL AMONG US, 


There is one saying in the Bible, which, though 
it has always been true, is more true to day than 
ever before, ** The poor ye have always with 
you." This fact is not now more clear by con- 
trast with tbe greater wealth of the few, but by 
actual increase of the former over earlier times. 
There is a cause, and the blame rests somewhere, 
but may mot here be traced. While we have 
poverty and misery enough growing out of it in 
our own country, it will hardly, as yet, bear com- 


parison with that which exists in the East End of 
great London—the stronghold of England's best 
Queen! 

We think the dark and shameful pictures of. 
life that exist in this boastful, C/ristian, Nine- 
teenth Century, should be kept before the eyes of 
the public, lest the luxurious, selfish world come 
to believe all the sophistries written and spoken, 
of our social progress. A London correspondent 
of the New York Sun, declares that London 
poverty has no parallel; the homes of the poor 
she likens to the old crowded steerage of steam- 
ships, before sanitary science and humanity in- 
vaded the foul hulks and forced capital to clean 
and ventilate them, 

The interior of the homes in East End, she 
says, are indescribable in their filth and reeking 
odors. Twenty persons often sleep in a room 
not more than twenty feet square. Their main 
food is bread and beer. There is no marrying by 
a parson; children are born in the hospitals or 
police stations. There are deaths, but no funer- 
als, except the shortest and shabbiest, It was 
from these miserable abodes of human life that 
the great army of the recent London strike came 
forth, presenting a scene, and suggesting a prob- 
lem to the West Enders, and all other quarters of 
prosperous London, that it never even imagined. 
The respect this vast throng of nondescript hu- 
manity received at home, and the sympathy and 
assistance from abroad, set all London to think- 
ing in a new vein, The Queen's boast, after a half 
century's rule, was this: ‘‘ That the population of 
“the United Kingdom had increased forty-two 
“per cent, and its wealth one hundred and 
“twenty-four per cent, or thrice that of the 
‘* population. The cost of the army had doubled, 
"and the Government expenditure had more 
“than doubled for every inhabitant.” In the 
latter half of the fifty years of her reign, convic- 
tions for drunkenness increased fifty per cent; 
and in East End, life for 2 whole family has been 
crowded into the low figures of twenty five cents a 
day! 

At the rate augmentation of wealth is going on 
in the United States at present in the hands of 
the few, a corresponding picture of social and 
moral degradation may be drawn from our own 
resources, ere long. 

Edward Bellamy, however, and his numerous 
followers, believe he has struck a plan that will 
redeem the poor from degradation and make life 
doubly worth the living zø a7/. If so, success to 
Nationalism ! 


A VALUABLE DISCOVERY. 


During one of the recent excitements caused in 
New York City by another distressing death from 
electric wires, Mr, Edison was interviewed on 
the subject of insulation, and according to the 
Reporter, made in substance, the following 
statement: ‘‘ That as yet, there was no known 
means by which electric wires could be rendered 
perfectly safe; no perfect method of perfect insula- 
tion, either under or above ground." 

Is is not rather singular that to the great ruler 
of this element, he who has mace of it such a 
versatile servant—in domestic and commercial 
economy,—is it not most strange that he should 
not have been given the secret by which it could 
be made harmless? The Powers may have thought 
it unwise Lo give him more glory, and so reserved 
this discovery for a more obscure personage; at 
least, so itis. The discovery relates in no way to 
the treatment of wires, but rather personal in- 
sulation, The result being perfect immunity from 
danger, it amounts to nearly the same thing; 
fully so, as regards personal contact. There are 
other contingencies named by Mr. Edison, that 
it would not cover, however; but they too will 
finally be overcome, we doubt not. 

Jacob Pfetch, Superintendent of the Erie Motor 
Car Company, gave a personal test of the value 
of his discovery, on the eighth, which certainly 
makes him a benefactor to all his fellow work- 


men, who are many and increasing. ‘ After 
fortifying himself Mr. Pfetch took hold of the 
buzz-rod of the dynamos with his bare hands, 
that he first dipped in water; then stepping upon 
a pile of wet earth, received the full charge, over 
five hundred volts, the force used to operate ten 
miles of road.

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Reminiscences of An Old Spiritualist. 


[continvev.] 

The time that elapsed in the history of 
the events as recorded in preceding arti- 
cles, was between seven and eight years. 
For about four years of that time the com- 
bat with prejudice and bigotry was carried 
on with unceasing activity. I had gained 
many friends, and had made serious in- 
roads among the members of the evangel- 
ical churches, and had overcome the 
odium and obloquy in which I had been 
held. 
Tn 1868, my health gradually began to 
decline, so I took a vacation and traveled 
through several of the Western States, not, 
however, with the intention of changing 
my location. In passing through Kansas 
I stopped in Leavenworth, in order to see 
the Fort, which I had previously visited 
in 1849, when Kansas was under the 
tutelage of Uncle Sam. I felt a strong 
desire to locate in the city; however, I 
continued my jourveyings, but the attrac-, 
tion was so great, and my impressions so 

in favor of doing so, that I finally 
returned to Leavenworth, and located 
there, my wife remaining in Lafayette to 
settle up my business, joining me in about 
one year-and-a-halfafterwards. My health 
steadily improved in that fine climate, and 
I soon regained my usual vigor. 

When on a visit to the old camping 
ground, about six months after I had left 
it, I bad the pleasure of being met with 
extreme cordiality by many prominent 
men in the city, who expressed their re- 
grt at my leaving Lafayette, and was 
assured by the President of one of the 
principal banks, that he believed I had 
not an enemy in the city. Indeed, I did 
not know of one. Thus I made my ad- 
vent without a friend, and left it without 
an enemy. 4 

I found quite a number of Spiritualists 
in Leavenworth. When my wife joined 
me we occasionally held circles. A short 
time after she arrived, the medium I have 
spoken of in a former article who was de- 
veloped in my own house, paid us a long 
visit. 


A very singular occurrence took place 
at one of our circles, which I think worthy 
ol recording: A one legged soldier was 
one of the number present. Suddenly, 
without the slightest warning, he jumped 
up from the RUP around which we were 
sitting, on his one leg, without his crutch, 
and immediately began to take off bis 
coat, his countenance expressing the ut- 
most determination. Not being able to 
balance himself on his one leg, he fell to 
the floor, struggling again with all his 
might to assume an upright position; and 
it took the strength of three men who 
were present, to prevent him from doing 
some y injury to one or more of 
them. After a while he became more 
calm, but still under influence, when we 
reasoned with the spirit who held him un- 
der control, saying tbat we were his 
friends and not his enemies, and hoped 
be would consider usas such. This paci- 

him, and he relinquished control. 
‘The medium, finding himself on the floor, 
- desired to know bow he got there, and 
what he had been doing. We told him 
that an Indian got hold of him, when, on 
attempting to get on his feet, not know- 
ing, we supposed, that you had but one 
leg, that you fell to the floor. We were 
afraid that if we told him just as it was, 
that he would not attend the circle again. 

After all who were present had left for 
their homes, Shannie controlled her me- 
dium and told us that the spirit was Bos- 
ton Charley, one of the Modoc Chiefs, 
who was hung a few menths previous. He 
came several times in the same way 
only less belligerent. Finally, all the 
fight which was in him passed away, and 
he became a good magnetic healer. 

There is an important lesson taught 
here. He went out with a desire for re- 
venge; he came back in the same mood, 
and would, in accordance with the teach- 
ings of advanced spirits, have remained so 
for an indefinite period, nursing his wrath 
for being hurled out of his mortal exist- 
ence, and especially in such an indignant 
manner. Indians prefer being sent tothe 
spirit hunting grounds by the bullet, or in 
accordance with that usually adopted by 
their own race. 

The explanation is this: That feeling 
himself in possession of a physical body, 
with the same belligerent feelings he had 
before he was suspended by the rope, and 
not realizing that he was in another state 
of existence, he was ready to go on the 
war-path again. z 

There are thousands who have thrown 
off the physical garment who still believe 
they are living in the mortal, because they 
possess a body similar to the one they had 
previously owned, and feel as natural, can 
see the spirits of people in their world and 
in tbis, their greatest wonder being that to 
speak to their friends as loud as they can, 
they could not make them hear, neitber 
could they make their presence known in 
any way. How important it is then that 
we should learn something of the life to 
which we are all tending, so that we will 
realize, when the time comes, that we 
bave left the shell in which we were en- 
cased, in the care of our friends to be dis- 
posed of, having no further use for it; and 
ibat the body which we then possess is not 
made of earthly materials, such as we had 
previously lived in; and also to realize 
that the spirit world is not in some far-off 
heaven, but here around us—but one 
short step from one to the other. 

It is also another evidence of the great 


help it is to the ignorant and criminal 
classes who have passed on, to come 
through mediums in contact with mortals; 
they thus gain a knowledge which might 
fake them many, many years to acquire 
in the spirit world. Many spirits who 
have subsequently returned, have so 
stated, that it enabled them to realize 
their spiritual condition, and was the first 
ray of light that shone into their darkened 
souls, which !ed them on and on, until 
finally they comprehended the law of 
spiritual progress, and commenced their 
life work, aided by higher intelligences, to 
emancipate themselves from the thraldom 
which their vicious lives on earth had beld 
them, for we obtain no bappiness in this 
life or any other until we earn it. 

_ A very dear nephew came from Austra- 
lia to Leavenworth, by way of the Golden 
Gate, on his way home to the city of 
Dublin, Ireland, where he resided, to visit 
me and to put himself under my care. 
He bad gone to Australia in the hope that 
the sea voyage and the climate of that 
country would be of benefit to bim, but 
he obtained no relief whatever. His dis- 
ease, wbich was consumption, bad taken 
too fast a hold upon him ever to recover; 
he gradually declined, and passed away in 
a few months. 

He was a very religious young man, of 
a most lovable character, but thoroughly 
orthodox in his religious views, a member 
of the Episcopal church. As he told me 
afterwards, he was greatly exercised in his 
mind about the salvation of my soul, that 
as soon as he understood that I no longer 
belonged to any Christian denomination, 
that I had relapsed into infidelity, that he 
earnestly prayed night and morning for 
my conversion. He even argued with 
himself whether he ought to remain under 
my roof, fearing that my influence might 
lead him away from the truths of Christ- 
ianity and plunge him into the maelstrom 
of infidelity, and, worst of all, into a be- 
lief in Spiritualism, for he looked upon 
Spiritualism as of the devil—devilish. 

Thus he struggled on in the realm of 
doubt and uncertainty as to what course 
was best for him to take. However, he 
had an opportunity of seeing the medium 
before spoken of, who was on a visit with 
us, almost daily under control, which 
greatly mystified him; and the same phe- 
nomena occurring, which was so fully des- 
cribed in a former article, particularly the 
band of singers which controlled her, one 
of whom being his own mother, who sang 
so sweetly and with a compass of voice so 
much above the ability of the medium, 
who knew little of music, besides, she 
would improvise messages to him in verse 
not germane to the song; and knowing 
the sincerity and honesty of the medium, 
the lack of any motive of self aggrandize- 
ment, and the impossibility of her saying 
and doing as she did, in a theatrical sense, 
he began to think, and when a man be- 
gins to think, he begins to doubt, and 
then to learn, until finally his prejudice 
and bigotry gave way, and he was released 
from the bondage of the dogma and creed 
which was instilled into his young mind, 
acknowledged their falsity and accepted 
the facts and teachings of Spiritualism. 

He subsequently became quite medi- 
umistic, and was in almost daily commu- 
nication with his spirit friends through his 
own organism. 

He passed away knowing that he too 
would in due time commune with us. It 
was not many weeks before we had com- 
munications from bim. He said he was 
not really unhappy; that the spirit-world 
was beautiful beyond comprebension; but 
he was not reconciled at his early de- 
parture, and longed, as he expressed it, 
**for one little spot of earth.” It was a 
long time before he became reconciled to 
the change. 

This is an evidence that it is not in ac- 
cordance with the laws of nature that we 
should be prematurely ushered into the 
other life before our work is done, and the 
necessary experience gained. 

For a long time be was almost con- 
stantly with me, and seemed conscious of 
my daily life, for he would often say to 
me, when in presence of a medium whom 
he could control, I was with you at such a 
time, in such a place, and that you were 
doing so and so, which no one in the body 
was cognizant of. 

Mrs. Fannie Allyn paid us a visit, 
and gave the people of Leavenworth sev- 
eral inspirational discourses, which ex- 
cited the wonder and astonishment of her 
hearers. In a previous article I have 
given an account of her wonderful gifts. 
Her lectures were well attended. 

My health giving way again, I accepted 
an invitation from a friend of mine in Cal- 
ifornia, who was mining in the Shasta 
mountains, to pay him a visit, which I ac- 
cepted. It took me some time to prepare 
for the journey, and to show the watchful 
care the invisibles have over us, they were 
continually urging me to hasten my de- 
parture or I would not have sufficient 
strength to bear the long journey. I left 
as soon as circumstances would permit, 
and it was *well I did, for when I arrived 
at my destination I was so exhausted that 
it was some weeks before I fully recovered 
from the fatigue. It was not my intention 
to stay but a few mouths, but circumstan- 
ces, over which I had no control, induced 
me to remain for over two years. During 
this interegrum, I had no spiritual expe- 
riences. 

On my return to Leavenworth, in No- 
vember, 1876, I concluded to move to 
Chicago, as soon as I could settle up my 
business, for which purpose I remained 
until the Spring of 1877, when I cast the 
dust from my shoes, and Leavenworth 
knew me no more asa citizen,

A Lamentable Case,

There is a not unusual, but queer case 
of dementia described at some length by 
the Philadelphia /nguérer, of a beautiful 
and attractive young woman in that city 
by the name of Grace Allen, whom no 
one would suspect of being the victim of 
a malady causing much anxiety to her 
friends. She speaks with fluency three 
languages and is accomplished in various 
ways. In appearance: she is of medium 
height, with a mass of wavy brown hair 
falling over her forehead, and big expres- 
sive eyes which denote unusual intelli- 
gence. The malady causes her to disap- 
pear from home for days at a time, but 
thus far her family have always been able 
to discover her whereabouts before any 
harm befell her, though she is never able 
to give any account of her wanderings, as 
from the time of her disappearance to her 
discovery, her mind is a total blank. 

Once, lately, she was restored to her 
parents through the police department, 
and once by a man who found her in a 
dazed condition several squares from 
home. With the exception of this period- 
ical tendency to wander away, Miss Allen 
is entirely sane. When under the strange 
influence she imagines herself to be the 
counterpart of Mrs. Cleveiand, and ac- 
costs those whom she meets, with, “ Do 
you know that people take me for Mrs. 
Cleveland ?" 

This case would seem to be corrobora- 
tive evidence of what is called *' obses- 
sion," and is a matter that should be 
looked into more widely than it is to the 
end of finding a remedy. Fewer people 
would be immured in mad houses if this
